His pre-einment knowl- 
edge of all financial questions has been used by 
him for the benefit of the whole world, and his 
speeches in tho'-United States Senate upon the 
silver question have become tho text book of 
thoso statesmen who aro devoted to tho inter 
ests of the whole people.

The United States is now in the rightful con- 
trol of Cuba, Porto Rico, and the Philippine is- 
lands, and wo are in favor of holding the same 
'until the American people shall have, timo to 
consider and make such disposition of the new 
acquisitions as sound policy and the interests 
of the whole country may require. 


We favor the construction of the Nicaragua 
canal by the Government of the Unite I States 
of America as a political and commercial neces- 
sity.
